ARBITRATION LAW. 


A Statement That Onu Hun llcoti Fonnd rm 


the Statute lloukn Tliat Will Fit tho I'ull. 
nmn Case. 
CHICAGO, July 13.—Advices were re- 


ceived by Grand Master Sovereign, of 
the Knightsof rjubor,Wcdncsd:ty night, 
from representatives of that order now 
in Washington, calling his attention to 
a law which they sny provides for com- 
pulsory arbitration of differences be- 
tween employers nnd employes which 
they say is now upon the statute books. 


The statute which is said to have 


been unenrthcd, and which some of 
those interested in the cause of labor 
profess to believe limy afford a means 
of settlement of the present fight, is 
designated "O'Neill law," and is snid 
to have been passed in 1S87 or 18S.S. 


According to Mr. Sovereign's ndvices 


it provides that "upon the appeal of 
either employer or employe to tho 
president of the United States it is 
mudo maudntory for him to nppoint a 
committee on arbitration, which com- 
mittee is to consist of the United States 
labor couimisslouer and two others to 
be appointed by the president." 


Mr. Sovereign at once went into con- 


sultation with District Muster Work- 
man Lindholin, nnd a messenger was 
sent for Mr. Debs, but tho latter could 
notbc found. Mr. Sovereign will have 
a meeting with llcbs Thursday morn- 
ing, and it is thought a committee will 
be appointed to wait upon Mnyor Hop- 
kins, mnke a general statement of the 
situation, and get his assistance in se- 
curing the enforcement of tho law, If 
tho report of its existence proves au- 
thentic.

They 
have boundless wealth, in their own 
minds, or have a remarkable Invention 
which they are nbontto give the world. 
This blissful state of things continues 
for awhile, then the patient becomes 
apathetic, rarely dangerous."

crimes. Thi anarchist monomaniacs 
of the Ouitcaii stripe are very unpleas- 
ant people to have about, and he 
thinks a few of them should bohanged, 
the others locked up or exiled.

A Bouroad Bridge In BwAtierlanfl Weigh- 


ing 540 Tons Raised Five Foot. 


The raising of a bridge in Switzer- 


land upon the line of the International 
railway, from Paris to Vienna, has at- 
tracted considerable attention 
from 


tho methods pursued, which aro der 
Bcribed by Locomotive Engineering. 
The occasion for tho change w-s thai 
the river crossed—the Rhine—had loj* | 
in the sectional area of tho pase-yc be- 
tween the piers about twenty-firs, per 
cent, in thirteen years, owing to tho 
deposition of gravel and Bedimetc, 
while the high water level had risen 
to such an extent as to pile floating de- 
bris six feet deep on the bridge floor in 
times of flood. The alterations includ- 
ed Borne reinforcements, besides tho 
raising of the whole structure about 
five feet. The bridge was continuous 
-over a center pier, and had two main

The fluid used was a mixture of water, 
alcohol and glycerine. Sixteen men 
operated the jacks, their movements 
being synchronized by a code of sig- 
nals, designed to secure uniformity of 
action. The bridge was raised a foot 
or two by short lifts, followed up by 
thorough blocking, and then building 
under one course of cntstono masonry. 
Tho total load was five hundred and 
forty-six tons, nnd tho maximum load 
'on a single jack was eighty-seven 
tons. Tho bridge'Was raised In four 
stages during intervals between trains. 
The longest interval between trains 
was about two hours. The weight of 
trains was rigidly restricted during tho 
time tho bridgo wns undergoing re- 
pairs, and their speed was limited to 
three miles an hour In crossing tho 
bridge. In addition, a special block 
system was organized upon that sec- 
tion of the line upon which the bridge 
is located, so that operations could be 
suspended and tho track restored five 
minutes before the arrival of a train at 
the site.

The Vant EnjflnoerlnB 'Works of tho Great 


American Dcnert Region. 


Very few people realize what vast 


engineering and construction problems 
are being solved out west in what n 
few years ngo was termed the Great 
American Desert region, says Land 
and Water. Tho name desert region is 
of remarkable fertility when water is 
supplied by irrigation plants. 
The 


Swcetwatcr dam, in southern Cali- 
fornia, is the prido of its builders and 
is worth many millions to the lands it 
renders fertile. In Arizona an immense 
canal is being built, which will utilize 
a part of the surplus watcrsof Colorado 
and irrigate 200,000 acres of land. In 
New Mexico, in Eddy county, Is the 
second largest irrigation plant in tho 
United States. 
To secure an abund- 


ance of water at all times, two im- 
mense 
reservoirs were constructed 


capable of storing 5,000,000,000 cubic 
feet of water. 


Some idea of the si?xj of these arti- 


ficial lakes may bo had when it is 
mentioned that one of them is thirteen 
miles long by four miles wide. Tho 
water from these reservoirs is con- 
ducted through some 1,200 miles of 
canals and ditches and irrigates or will 
irrigate 250,000 acres of land, mostly 
fmit and garden land.
